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LOCAL ARCHITECTS JOIN PHOTOGRAPHER CERVIN ROBINSON IN 
ROUNDTABLE DISCUSSION ON ARCHITECTURAL PHOTOGRAPHY 

Architectural historian and photographer Cervin Robinson and three prominent 
Cleveland architects— William A. Blunden, Richard Fleischman, and Norman K. 
Perttula-will share their views on the subject, "Photographing Buildings; Truth or 
Artifice?" in a roundtable discussion at The Cleveland Museum of Art on Wednesday, 
January 10, at 5:45 pm. Museum Director Evan H. Turner will moderate the panel, 
which is presented in conjunction with Cervin Robinson: Cleveland, Ohio, an 
exhibition of 99 photographs by Robinson of the city of Cleveland and its buildings, on 
view at the Musexim through January 28. The panel discussion, which is free and 
open to the public, is co-sponsored by the Cleveland Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects in celebration of its 100th anniversary. 

Robinson, who lives in New York City, has been photographing buildings since 
the 1950s. He has photographed for the Historic American Buildings Survey, for the 
archives of the Library of Congress, for architects, architectural magazines, and 
museum exhibitions. He teaches architectural photography at Columbia University, 
and as an architectural historian and critic has written widely. Among his books is 
Architecture Transformed (with Joel Herschman), a history of the photography of 
buildings from 1839 to the present. 

William A. Blunden, a partner in the firm of Blunden Barclay and Associates, 
holds a master’s degree in architecture from Cornell University and has worked as a 
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designer with Edward D. Stone in New York and Don M. Hisaka and Associates in 
Cleveland. He served as director of the graduate school of architecture at Kent State 
University from 1973 to 1978. His firm has received awards for such varied projects 
as Lake Shore Christian Church, Euclid; the Jefferson Branch Library, Cleveland; 
Macedonia City Hall; the Adult Training Center of the Cuyahoga County Board of 
Mental Retardation, Maple Heights; and the Magnetic Resonance Imaging Facility at 
University Hospitals of Cleveland. 

Richard Fleischman, senior partner, Richard Fleischman Architects, Inc., 
received his master’s degree in architecture from Columbia University and has worked 
with Percival Goodman, Architect, New York, and with Outcalt Guenther & 

Associates, Cleveland. A member of the American Institute of Architects Committee 
on Architectural Education, he also serves on the Fine Arts Advisory Committee of the 
City of Cleveland. His firm’s award-winning designs include the Polymer Science 
Building at the University of Akron, Kent State University Memorial Gymnasium, 

Holy Family Church and Bellflower Elementary School in Cleveland, and the U.S. 
Postal Service Facility at Orange Avenue in Cleveland. 

Norman K. Pertulla, senior design principal with URS Consultants, received his 
Master of Architecture degree from Harvard University. He worked for Eero Saarinen 
& Associates in Bloomfield Hills, Michigan, before joining the Cleveland firm of 
Dalton-Dalton-Newport, which was acquired by URS Consultants in 1984. He is a 
member of the City of Cleveland Fine Arts Advisory Committee and serves on the 
board of the Cleveland Restoration Society. Among his award-winning architectural 
projects are the Master Builders World Headquarters and Technical Center, 

Beachwood; Ohio Bell Telephone Corporate Data Center, Brecksville; Park Centre 
Apartment and Shopping Mall, Cleveland; Lakeland Community College, Mentor; and 
B. F. Goodrich World Headquarters, Akron.
